President served with subpoena; tapes not edited

President Nixon’s taped conver­ 
sations on Watergate with former 
White House aides have not been 
edited. 
“ The tapes have been unchanged; 
they have not been edited,’’ Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren 
told reporters. 
Nixon became the first President 
in 166 years to be served a subpoena 
when he refused Monday to give 


access to the tape recordings to the 
Senate Watergate Committee and to 
the special prosecutor Archibald 
Cox. 


Warren said the White House legal 
counsel’s office was studying the 
subpoenas for the tapes and other 
presidential documents relevant to 
the Watergate inquiry and that 
Nixon would make the ultimate 
decision on how to respond to them. 
The Watergate committee’s chief 
counsel, 
Samuel 
Dash, 
told 


reporters this afternoon that it was 
‘ unlikely’’ the committee would 
cite Nixon for contempt if, as 
expected, the President refuses to 
comply with by the subpoena. 
“ If the President does not respond 
affirmatively to the subpoena, it’s 
most likely that he would move to 
quash it on constitutional grounds,’’ 
Dash said. 
Rather 
than 
hold 
Nixon 
in 
contempt, Dash said, the committee 
would “ probably find it preferable 


to act on the motion to quash." 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R- 
Tenn., 
the 
committee 
vice 
chairman, told a reporter that if 
Nixon refused to comply with the 
subpoena, the panel probably would 
ask the full Senate for authority to 
begin court procedures. 


Warren declined to answer what 
he 
called 
“ the 
hypothetical 
question 
of what the President 
would do should the Supreme Court 


ultimately rule he should release the 
tapes. 
“ This is a very complex legal 
situation," 
he 
said. 
“ I 
can’t 
speculate. There will be continuing 
study by the White House counsel’s 
office." 
Nixon formally refused to provide 
the 
recordings 
and 
documents 
Monday to the Senate Watergate 
Committee and special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox He said 
he was withholding the material to 


protect the independence of the 
presidency and because its release 
would not settle the “ central issues" 
in the Watergate probe. 


The committee and the prosecutor 
immediately served 
Nixon with 
subpoenas 
seeking 
to 
gain 
possession of the material. But 


White House aides made it clear 
Nixon would refuse to comply with 
the subpoenas, opening the way for 
court tests.

—notably

Two freeway issues combined 
for trial starting tomorrow 


Issues surrounding the fate of the proposed 
Highway 1 freeway bypass near Lompoc will be the 
subject of a trial before Superior Court Judge Marion 
Smith in Santa Maria beginning tomorrow 
The action is a consolidated court trial combining 
issues raised in a condemnation action brought by 
Joseph J. Bosio and Pierre Gherini, and a more recent 
action brought by principals of PLUS, Preserve 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings and the Homeowners 
Security Alliance 


Judge Smith will decide whether an Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS), is required and whether 
there has been compliance by the state with 
requirements of the environmental law. 


Bosio died after filing a counter suit to the state 
government’s condemnation action. The Bosio family 
owns land at the north end of the bypass route 
Environmental groups have opposed the highway 
development. 
Bids on construction of the bypass have been 
opened, by the state but the awarding of the contract 
has been held in abeyance pending resolution of the 
questions being aired in Judge Smith’s court. 
The Highway 1 bypass involves the upgrading of 
about five miles of highway from a point a mile south 
of Highway 246 to a point about two miles north of the 
Santa Ynez River in a route skirting Lompoc on the 
east. Highway 1, presently goes through the heart of 
Lompoc.

CAIRO (U PI) — A Japanese Air 
Lines 747 hijacked five days ago in 
Europe landed today in Benghazi, 
Libya where the air pirates released 
their 154 hostages unharmed and 
then destroyed the $‘25 million plane 
with hand grenades which exploded 
"like a string of firecrackers "

hijackers 
were 
arrested by Libyan police. It said 
two of them were Arabs, one was 
Japanese and the fourth "looked like 
a European." A fifth hijacker, a 
woman 
with

saga last Friday. 
Japan Air Lines said there were 
133 
passengers 
and 
21 
crew 
members aboard the plane and that 
it had dispatched a relief plane to fly

Employes win two points in employer resolution 


The County Employees’ Association, which represents a 
m ajority of the 2,600 regular county employes in collective 
bargaining with the county administration, appeared to 
have won two m ajor concessions Monday as the Board of 
Supervisors temporarily delayed approval of a new county 
employer- employe relations resolution 


The county supervisors, at the request of the association, 
agreed: 


—To be the “ final authority” on determining eligibility of 
future official employe bargaining under the new program 
allowed under state law. Association spokesmen Zack 
Stringer, general manager, and counsel (îerald Haws, said 
they preferred board authority rather than have it rest in 
the office of Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson, 
as was set up in the resolution offered for adoption Monday. 
—To have the association remain as bargaining unit for 
some 1,600 employes of a number of levels of classification 


pending the possible setting up of any “ splinter” employe 
groups which might want to leave the association and 
affiliate in some new manner. 
The board asked Johnson to confer with the county 
counsel’s office to have these assurances reflected in the 
document when it comes back before the board next 
Monday. 
The board at the same tim e apparently turned down 
protests from the Sheriff’s Relief and Benefit Assn. and the 
County Employees Assn. against provision in the new 
policy draft which would require both the county and 
employes unit in any dispute to agree to mediation. Both 
groups also protested against the plan to have supervisory 
employes placed in a separate category from rank and file 
employes. 


The new policy would become effective Oct. 1 of this 
year, if adopted next week. 


While it has been several years in the making, the 
sheriff’s association and the County Employees Assn. both 
maintained 
the 
final 
proposed 
document 
reflected 
management views for the most part and was not one of 
mutual agreement with employe representatives. 
However, the Firefighters Union and the Social Workers 
Union, which are seen as likely to emerge with greater 
membership possibly at the expense of 
the County 
Employees Assn., generally supported the draft emerging 
from Johnson’s office. 
County Employe Relations officer William Gill, along 
with Johnson, 
maintained the new policy sought to 
straighten out ambiguities in the present bargaining 
system and make for a new and more orderly system of 
representation. 
But Haws flatly said he felt Johnson’s policy plan was 
aimed at “ torpedoing” the County Employees Assn., whose 
leadership has been at odds with Johnson for years. 


The new policy sets up a plan for formation of new 
employe 
bargaining 
units, 
where 
desired, 
through 
elections, and could result in setting up of numerous 
additional employe units. 
Employe spokesmen warned the board that the new 
policy could create additional bargaining problems during 
the lengthly period of possibly a year before new employe 
units are fully determined. 
Johnson, who denied the new policy would be aimed at 
disrupting 
the employes’ 
association, 
termed 
Haws’ 
statem ents as “ veiled” and “ not correct” 
in some 
instances. He admitted the employes’ association structure 
would “expect some changes with so many levels of 
classification there.” 
Michael Bennett, Firefighters’ organization president, 
said he also supported the contention of other employe 
groups that supervisory employes not 
be placed in a 
separate unit of their own.

Shoppers stocking up on food 


United P ress International 
Shoppers paying 73 cents for a dozen eggs at the start of 
President Nixon’s new economic plan paid as much as $1.19 
a dozen in New York City stores today. 
Eggs, chicken and pork prices soared in many parts of 
the country Monday, the fourth day of President Nixon’s 
Phase IV economic program. There was some evidence 
shoppers were stocking up, in anticipation of even greater 
price increases to come. 
“ Sure, I pay the prices. It’s ridiculous. I don’t like it but 
what are you going to do?’’ asked Mrs. Robert Greenberg 
as she wheeled a nearly empty shopping cart through an A 
& P store in New York City. 
“ When it gets to where I can’t pay, I won’t ea t,” she 
shrugged. 
Food prices have increased slowly since last Wednesday 
when the President announced the new plan which allows 


the food industry to pass along increased production costs 
to the public. 
Monday, at the beginning of the first full week of Phase 
IV, prices took their biggest jump. 
Eggs were up 12 cents a dozen in Salt Lake City and 
Kansas City, 10 cents in Washington, New York, Houston, 
Oklahoma City and Austin, Tex., nine cents in Boston, eight 
in Seattle and Los Angeles, six in Atlanta and Dallas and 
five in Pittsburgh. 
Elm er 
Koener, 
manager 
of 
a 
Buffalo, 
N.Y., 
supermarket, said egg prices were up in his store, but other 
than that there were few changes. “ A customer told me 
today that she now considers bacon a luxury, so she’ll just 
have to eat her pancakes without it,” he said.

The report had listed 3,630 B52 bombing 
raids actually conducted in Cambodia in 
1969 and 1970 as having been carried out in 
South Vietnam.

WASHINGTON (UF^I) — An Agriculture Department of­ 
ficial, in a “ head on conflict” in testimony, has denied 
charges he was told by a grain company executive last July 
that the Soviets had started buying huge quantities of U.S. 
grain. 
Carroll G. Brunthaver, assistant secretary of agriculture 
for international affairs, told the permanent investigations 
subcommittee that while he knew of Soviet “ offers” to buy 
he was not told at that time that the Russians had begun 
purchasing an estimated $1 billion in wheat and other 
grains. 
Brunthaver’s testimony Monday sharply conflicted with 
that of Bernard Stienweg, vice president of Continental 
Grain Co., who said he told Brunthaver by phone July 6 that 
his firm had signed a massive grain deal with the Soviets. 
“ There’s a head on conflict here,” said an exasperated 
subcommittee Chairman Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., who 
announced his intention to bring both men back to the 
witness table together at some later date. 
Steinweg’s charges are important because Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz maintained that he and his 
department were “ unaware” of the Soviet buying spree last 
summer and thus could not have advised farmers that grain 
prices would probably rise as a result of the mammoth sale. 
Jackson said the farmers were “ rooked” because they 
were given “ misleading” reports by the government and 
sold early just before announcement of the grain deal shot 
them up to record levels. 
Jackson said the “ flat contradiction” in testimony “ may 
be for the Justice Department to decide.” 
Butz, appearing with Brunthaver, engaged in sometimes 
bitter exchange with Jackson as he defended the wheat deal 
and his department’s handling of it.

Space shuttle S R M

The National Aeronautics and Space Administration has 
invited four companies to submit proposals for the 
development of the solid rocket motors (SRM) for the 
Space Shuttle. 
Requests for proposals were released by the Marshall 
Space Flight Center to Aerojet Solid Propulsion Co., 
Sacramento; Lockheed Propulsion Co., Redlands; Thiokol 
Chemical 
Corp., 
Brigham City, 
Utah; 
and United 
Technology Center, Sunnyvale. 
Proposals will be submitted to MSFC in two parts. The 
technical proposals are due Aug. 27, and the cost proposals 
Aug. 30. 
Each Space Shuttle launching will use two solid rocket 
boosters (SRB) burning from liftoff in conjunction with a 
cluster of three liquid-fueled Space Shuttle Main engines. 
The SRM ’s consist of the case, flexible nozzle, ignition 
system, case liner and insulation, and propellant. 
The total weight of each of the units will be about 495,000 
kilograms 
(1.1 million pounds), with about 450,000 
kilograms (one million pounds) of that being propellant. 
The motors will be about 36 meters (120 feet) in length and 
about four meters (12 feet) in diameter. They will have a 
maximum thrust of 11 million newtons (2.5 million pounds) 
each and will burn for about 125 seconds before being 
jettisoned into the ocean for recovery. 
Other main elements of the Apace Shuttle are being 
developed under separate contracts. These include the 
orbiter stage and systems integration, the Space Shuttle 
Main Engine which functions with the SRB to place the 
orbiter into Earth orbit, the external tank and the air- 
breathing engines.

Snarls disgust market officials 


BRUSSELS (UPI) — Foreign ministers 
of the European Common Market said 
today they were "disgusted” by snarls that 
forced them to meet in two cities on the 
same day and delayed action on how to 
handle the “ Nixon round” of trade talks 
with the United States. 
Ministers blamed France for most of the 
snags. 
“ We’re moving ahead at the rate of 
snails in a barrel of tar,” said Max Van Der 
Stoel of the Netherlands. 


First, foreign ministers met Monday in 
Copenhagen as political representatives of 
their own governments, then flew to 
Brussels for a second meeting, this time as 
the

Market’s 
council 
of 
ministers 
Most ministers wanted to hold both 


meetings in Brussels, but France insisted 
on the separation to keep the Common 
Market from taking on a political tinge. 
In Copenhagen, the ministers agreed on 
the need for a “ European identity” —a 
common European stand on major policies 
in relations to the rest of the world. Michel 
Jobert of France resisted pressures from 
the other ministers to have this “ identity” 
ready by the time President Nixon visits 
Europe in the autumn.

must 
define 
their

policies for themselves, Jobert said, and 
not for the benefit of a visiting American 
president. 
A statement said the ministers’ aides 
would try to reach tentative agreement on 
a combined European policy in time for 
their next meeting in September.

AEC says wastes not excessive 


RICHLAND, Wash 
(UPI) — The Atomic Energy 
Commission insists that nuclear wastes reaching the 
groundwater to the Columbia River and the river itself 
“ have 
never 
exceeded 
the 
maximum 
permissible 
concentrations for drinking ” 


The statement Monday was an indirect response to the 
latest Los Angeles Times story which accused the AEC of 
“ deliberately contaminating the groundwater beneath the 
Hanford Reservation” near this central Washington desert 
community. 
Two weeks ago, the Times charged the AEC with three 
decades 
of mismanagement 
which 
“ now 
threatens 
extensive areas of the U.S. with nuclear contamination. ” 
The Hanford reservation was the chief example given by 
the Times, which noted more than 500,000 gallons of deadly 
radioactive liquid leaked from huge storage tanks above the 
groundwater to the Columbia. 
The AFX said that accusation and an assertion by the 
paper that “ luck” , not AEC management, had prevented 
groundwater contamination. 
At that time, Alex Fremling, deputy assistant manager at 
the 570-square mile atomic reservation, said “ None of the 
Hanford leaks reached the groundwater We don't believe 


any of it will reach the ground supply.” 
Thomas Nemzak, manager at Hanford, said July 13 that 
it would take “ over a thousand years (for the liquid wastes) 
to reach the Columbia River And, by the time it got there, 
it would be so diluted it would be difficult to detect its 
presence ” 
But a Times story Sunday said papers submitted to 
international symposiums in 1967 and 1970 said some long- 
lived radio nuclides were not trapped in the soil and have 
showed up in the groundwater. 
One report stated that “ eight long-lived radio-nuclides 
have been detected in the groundwater underlying the 
disposal sites.” 
Named were strontium 90, cesium 127, cobalt 60, iodine 
12), carbon 14, ruthenium 106, tritium, and technetium 99 
The AEC statement released Monday did not deal with 
the apparent contradiction between its stance last week and 
now, but 
instead dealt with the measurements of 
contamination. 
“ Most of the radio nuclides are absorbed in the soil while 
above the groundwater level,” it said 
“ Some of them, mainly tritium and ruthenium, have 
reached the groundwater, but do not present a public 
hazard.”

MINSK, USSR (UPI) - Steve 
Williams could not believe what was 
happening.

Then, with virtually no effort, the

European tour began.

Cougar 11 wins Sunset 


INGLEWOOD, Calif. (UPI) — Millionaire Thoroughbred Cougar II was 
the last victor to prance into the winner’s circle for the 1973 Hollywood Park 
season Monday, climaxing its Sunset Handicap triumph. 
During the 76-day session which saw such champions as Susan’s Girl, 
Convenience, Quack, Life Cycle, Amen II, Groshawk, Century’s Envoy and 
Special Goddess in the running, attendance was up 12.8 percent over last 
year. A state season track attendance record was set with 2,244,667 race 
fans. 
Cougar II finished the season as the leading money winning horse with 
$178,350 and the seventh leading money winning Thoroughbred of all time 
with earnings of $1.1 million. 
Cougar II and jockey Bill Shoemaker, who rode the horse in the Sunset 
Handicap Monday, were double winners at the track. Shoemaker won 10 
stakes, the most of any jockey for the season. 
The biggest winner of the season turned out to be the state of California 
which pulled in a record $20,449,599 in parimutuel tax and breakage. The 
figure was up 14 per cent from last season. 
Records were also broken for total mutual handle, daily average mutual 
handle and gross and net purse distribution to horsemen. 
The leading money winning owner was Fred W. Hooper with $409,755, and 
the trainer winning the most stakes was Charles Whittingham with 7. 


Cougar II’s victory in the $136,350 Sunset Handicap was two-fifths of a 
second off the course record. The horse’s time was 2:26 and it paid $3.80. 


The racing season will begin Wednesday at Del Mar.

Salmon linger

OCEAN FISHING 
After a red hot weekend, salmon fishing eased up a bit 
due to somewhat rough weather out at sea. However, the 
few boats that went out averaged three fish per boat, with 
salmon running as high as forty pounds in some cases. 
The record from Monday to Thursday showed 112 boats 
bringing in 358 fish. This does not take into account what 
was caught by the party boats. Both the A.B.C. and the 
Marauder were limited out; one day the Marauder had 
eleven passengers and came in with thirty three fish. The 
next day the A.B.C. beat this take by two fish. 
With all the salmon excitement, other fishing was good - 
as shown by a 45 pound white sea bass taken within a mile 
of the breakwater. Most of the action was in the vicinity 
and south of the Red Light. 
. 
Whether or not the type of anchovy harness makes any 
great difference is debatable. A new rig called the 
“ Herring Aid” appears to be the most popular rig at this 
time, but the run on them was so heavy that there were 
none to be had. But fishing was good, even with the old 
sliding hook and expendable sinker set up. 
The commercial fishermen have also been taking lots of 
fish in the deep water and they mostly all use the old 
standby lures, Canadian Wonder and Andy Reeker. With a 
shortage of anchovies, they could not afford to use anything 
but a lure; they do right well. 
The party boat Islander operating out of Pete’s Tackle 
Store in Avila and skippered bv Ken Jacobsen, is now 
working out of Santa Barbara, fishing San Miguel and Santa 
Rosa Islands. 
In the Ventura Oxnard area, calico bass are still the main 
attraction, with some halibut and sand bass and also 
barracuda in the 6 pound class at last showing up. Fishing is 
rated good in this part of the world. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Cachuma lake reports that bass fishing is on the slow 
side, but some fair sized trout taken by trolling in deep 
water. 
Lopez Lake says that a few trout are being taken by deep 
trolling. This seems to be the picture on any local one tim e 
trout lake: the fish are there but in deep water and 
apparently getting lots of food. 
Bass fishing is picking up in this lake, but still lots of 
small bass are being taken. It might be an idea for the 
powers that be, to consider putting a size limit on black 
bass to ensure a bass fishery, for which this lake seems 
eminently suitable. 
We get constant calls asking what can done about the 
small bass being taken, also about little regard being shown 
for the possession limit. All we can suggest is that everyone 
flood the D.F.G. with complaints. Then some action may be 
taken. One warden for the area is definitely insufficient to 
take care of the little remaining fishery that we have left. 
Fishing on the slow side at M argarita Lake, except for 
anglers with bass “ know how” who are picking up a few 
lunkers on plastic worms and lead head jigs in deep water. 
At Nacimiento Lake, white bass fishing good especially in 
the Bee Rock area. There is plenty of action with black 
bass, but mostly in the two pound class. The lunkers are 
just not biting too good at this tim e. They are there but 
forage food in the shape of threadf in shad is plentiful. 
The D.F.G. reports that lots of small striped bass are 
finding their way through the pumping stations into the 
California Aqueduct. The fish are small and biologists say 
that it would take at least two years for a fishery to 
develop. However, such a fishery is not likely to be self- 
supporting as the bass would for the most part lack the 
habitat they require in order to spawn. 
Fingerling spotted bass from Alabama will be planted in 
Lake Perris in Riverside County where it is hoped they will 
provide a broad stock for use in selected California waters. 
Originally it was planned to import adult spotted bass, but 
this wasn’t done because of the possible danger of 
introducing a parasitic disease from Alabama. So now the 
fingerlings are quarantined and inspected before being 
placed in the specially prepared waters of the lake. 
For those who can take the heat, knowing where and 
when the key to catching cervina in the Salton Sea, 
according to a D.F.G. biologist, who says the best time for 
angling is in the early morning hours, which incidentally 
are the coolest hours of the day. It would appear that 
trolling spoon plugs near the Riviera Keys and tne Target 
area, site of the naval pier, is the present hot spot where 
limits are being taken. 
The red glare of rockets and bombs bursting in the air 
proved the undoing of two individuals when their display of 
pyrotechnics led a D.F.G game warden to an illegal trot 
line at Fish Springs in Inyo County. The violators were 
sentenced to a fine of $250 each for using a bank line with 
more than three hooks, and for letting off fireworks in open 
grass and brushland. 
HUNTING 
A special hunt for buck antelope in Modoc, Lassen and 
eastern Shasta counties Aug. 25 - Sept. 3 was approved by 
the State Fish and Game Commission. A total of 385 
permits will be awarded in a public drawing. Applications 
for the hunt will be available from D.F.G. offices and 
license agents about mid month. The drawing will be held 
Aug. 2 with the deadline for receipt of applications at 
D.F.G. headquarters set for 5 p.m. July 31. Fish and Game 
personnel counted 4,357 antelopes, well above the previous 
high of 3,800 as sighted in 1971 in the annual census of the 
antelope population early this year.

BOROS EXPLAINS HOW 
SAND WEDGE WORKS 


Every golfer should carry 
a sand wedge in his bag, ac­ 
cording to Julius Boros, be­ 
cause it is designed to make 
sand shots easier to play. 
Boros explains why: 
“The sand wedge is built 
with a wide flange on the 
bottom edge. This gives the 
club bounce. You can prove 
this to yourself by swinging 
a sand wedge on a rug; the 
ciubhead will bounce as it 


makes contact with the rug 
behind an imaginary ball. 
“ In actual play, this is 
what happens: 
The club- 
head's back edge will hit the 
sand at the same time as the 
front edge. This keeps the 
leading edge of the ciubhead 
from digging deep into the 
sand It bounces through the 
sand underneath the ball, 
allowing the golfer to make 
the relatively effortless fol­ 
low-through so essential to 
consistent sand play,” Boros 
advises.

Check yourself on these 
common errors 
Insufficient spin. The toss 
and grip determine the spin 
Heavy spin can be imparted 
to the ball by throwing it well 
in front of the body. 
Insufficient power. This can 
be caused by a poor toss (not 
far enough in front of the 
body), lack of wrist snap or 
weight moving backwards 
rather than forwards. A good 
serve must have wrist action, 
and this is easiest to achieve 
with a backhand grip.

generally is credited with

f o r m s : 
clairvoyance (the ability to 
perceive things outside the

Further on the Food and Drug 
Administration, would you believe 
that the big issue over there is a 
thing called “ slack fill’’? Slack fill 
is loosely defined as that percentage 
of

the advertised product. 
The people over 
at FDA do not sleep 
a t 
n i g h t , 
o n e 
g a t h e r s , 
f o r 
worrying that Post 
Toasties 
has 
too 
much 
slack 
fill. 
B u t , s a y 
t h e 
p ack ag ers, 
w hat 
difference does it 
m a k e , 
if 
t h e 
packagers advertise 
the 
net 
w eig h t 
within a package of 
the food they are 
selling? 
Suppose you decide, for the fun of 
it, to put ten ounces of Corn Flakes 
into a package two feet high by two 
feet wide by two feet thick? The 
consumer, buying such a package, 
would do so either because she 
thought it a boffo way to package a 
few spoonsful of Corn Flakes, or, if 
she did it in error, she would either 
demand her money back, which the 
grocery 
store 
m anager 
would 
probably give her, or the grocery 
store would politely point out that 
the ten ounces were plainly listed on 
the package, and that in fact she had 
paid for the Corn Flakes, not for the 
package, 
which 
was 
sim ply 
razzmatazz. 
But thus it goes for the shower- 
adjusters, the felicitous phrase once 
used to describe the intrusive hand 
of those who cannot bear to perm it 
you to set the tem perature of your 
own shower. It is of course, implicit 
in the exercise by the FDA of its 
consum enst 
dogm as 
that 
the 
consumer is certiflably helpless, 
that if you have a lot of “ slack fill* in 
the package, she isn’t going to 
discover it; or. if she does, that she 
will not reason over into the cost she 
is actually paying for the cereal, 
rather than the space. Accordingly, 
the gentlemen of the FDA go into 
retreat for months at a time and 
emerge with complicated findings, 
which they seek to use as life and 
death 
formul ae 
against 
the 
packagers. 
For irstance, did you know that 
Kellogg s Corn Flakes has a net 
weight 
of 
18 
ounces, 
and 
a 
percentage of air of 15.5? Whereas 
Nabisco Quick Cream of Wheat has 
28 ounces of net weight and 0,0 
percentage of air? If you object by 
observing that Corn Flakes in the 
nature of things uses up more air 
space than quick cream of wheat, or 
even unquick cream of wheat, you 
are being elitist. 


Barbed barbs 


This is one of those days we're 
making about as much progress as a 
fellow going up a down escalator 


I like best of all the proposed new 
m andate for the FDA, as written 
into a bill submitted last month by 
Senators Frank Moss of Utah, and 
W arren Magnuson of Washington. 
This bill says that no package for 
sale at a grocery store carry a 
picture of something that 
isn’t 
actually contained in a package. 
Take, for instance, Quaker Quick 
G rits. Well, if you go to buy a 
package of some you will find on the 
cover a picture of William Penn, 
and then the identifying label, and 
then a frying pan with grits, bacon, 
and fried eggs. But, the senators 
point out, open the package — and 
what do you find? Nothing but grits 
— no bacon, and no egg. 
Now never mind that I for one 
would not welcome an old fried egg 
inside a package of grits, and would 
be incensed with the packager not at 
not finding one in a package marked 
“ g rits,” but at finding one. But what 
about William Penn? Open the 
package and there is not a trace of 
William Penn. One gathers that the 
constituents of Senators Moss and 
M agnuson 
are 
the 
kind 
who 
complain that they bought Quaker 
Quick Grits and did not find William 
Penn inside. 
Speaking of which, one wonders 
whether these senators have given 
thought to the corollary of their 
statem ent. All politicians are, of 
co u rse, 
packaged 
for 
public 
consumption, and on this point I 
invite my Maker to cast down a 


thunderbolt if I exaggerate when I 
say that more people have been 
deceived by politicians, than by all 
the packagers since they began 
retailing frankincense and myrrh. 
Should the FDA, or an equivalent 
of it, inspect all political handouts 
for 
discrepancies 
between 
that 
which appears and that which is 
represented, 
and 
that which 
is 
actualized, or actualizable9 There 
are 
the 
palpable 
m isrepresen­ 
tations, for instance: the senators 
who use a little make-up when they 
go on television, or when their 
pictures are taken; those who rub 
down, a little, the gray in their hair, 
or perhaps use a little eye shadow. 
But of course the most serious 
m isrepresentations 
are 
in 
the 


P 
rinted 
m atter. 
Whereas 
Corn 
lakes says 13 ounces when it 
means 13 ounces, politicians say 
things like “ I will bring peace to oar 
g en eratio n ,” 
or 
“ I 
will 
end 
discrim ination in housing,” or “ I 
will 
bring 
honesty 
back 
into 
governm ent.’ 
I do hope that someone will attach 
a rider to the Moss-Magnuson anti- 
Quick G rits Bill, suggesting that 
complementary standards be used 
to guard the consumer against the 
packaging of political candidates. It 
will be interesting to know whether, 
under such a law, we would stand to 
lose the public presence not only of 
the fried eggs, but the Honorable 
Frank Moss, and the Honorable 
Warren Magnuson. 


The recent Supreme Court ruling 
regarding obscenity in the everyday 
world around us is ambiguous, at 
least, 
and 
further thickens the 
clouds of controversy surrounding 
the issue at best. 
In a giant step backward for those 
who appreciate the freedom of 
choice in what they see, read or 
hear, the Nixon Court has pushed 
the responsibility for determining 
what is obscene onto those levels of 
government it feels will be more 
responsive to the citizenry most 
upset by pornography. In fact, I 
think, the judges chose to ignore 
their responsibility in this m atter, 
which was to make a forthright and 
definite decision as regards what, 
legally is obscene and what isn’t. 
In the wake of their decision, 
publishers and movie m akers will be 
faced with m anufacturing a product 
designed to m eet the approval of the 
most 
extrem e 
elem ents 
in 
a 
community, rather than to m eet the 
approval of the populace at large. 
We should ask about the desires of 
the m ajority at this point. It is a 
subtle form of book-burning and 
nothing more, and it can’t help but 
be regressive to that extent. The 
freedom 
to 
choose 
has 
been 
curtailed at the whim of this Court 
under the auspices of protecting us 
from filth and other degenerate 
forces. What is so wrong with our 
being able to make up our own 
minds? Are we so underdeveloped 
m e n t a l l y , 
e m o t i o n a l l y 
a nd
